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REMARKS 

Upon entry of this Response: claims 19-21 and 25 will be amended; claims 1-18, 22, 26, 
and 29-30 will be canceled; and claims 31-47 will be newly added. Thus, claims 19-21, 23-25, 
27-28, and 31-47 will be pending in the application. No new matter has been added. 
Reconsideration and further examination are respectfully requested in view of the following 
Remarks. 

As a preliminary matter, the previously pending Abstract was objected to as lacking a 
concise statement of the technical disclosure of the invention. The Abstract has been amended in 
view of the Examiner's helpful comments. 

In addition, the Specification was objected to for containing an improper embedded 
hyperlink. The reference to the hyperlink has been removed and reconsideration of this 
objection is respectfully requested. 

The previously pending claims 1-18 and 29-30 were rejected under 35 USC 101 as being 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Newly added claim 3 1-47 have been drafted with the 
Examiner's helpful comments in mind. These claims are not directed to a mere structure of data 
(e.g. , the method of claim 3 1 recites "establishing" a data structure in a memory unit, producing 
an index value, and "storing" an entry into the data structure using the value). Moreover, newly 
added claim 46 recites " transmitting information through a communication port in accordance 
with entries stored in the data structure." Reconsideration of the 35 USC 101 rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

Moreover, all previously pending claims were rejected under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph, for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as his invention. 
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The claims have been amended in view of the Examiner's helpful comments. By way of 
example, claim 19 has been amended to: 

• explicitly define N as "an integer representing the total number of slots in the 
table," 

• make it clear that x is a value such that N is further "expressible as a power of two 
with an integer exponent x," 

• explicitly define L as "an integer representing a number of slots that already 
contain entries," and 

• remove the reference to L'. 

As a result, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph, rejections. 
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CONCLUSION
